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Hess fined $5.3 million for polluted waste

NEWARK — Amerada Hess Corp. 
yesterday pleaded guilty to allowing 
benzene-laced hazardous waste to go 
on <^fcdyssey from its Virgin Islands 
refi«p— largest in the Western 
World - — to a cement factory in Ari¬ 
zona. 

The New York-based oil company, 
whose roots are in Perth Amboy and 
which maintains a refinery and exec¬ 
utive offices in Woodbridge, agreed to 
pay a $3 million fine and another $2.3 
million in restitution to the jurisdic- 
tions through which the 
600,000-pound shipment passed.

The plea agreement ends a five- 
year investigation that began when 
EPA officials became aware of ques¬ 
tions involving a May 1991 shipment 
of spent refinery catalyst — metallic 
pellets that are mixed with crude oil 
to increase the.removal of sulfur. 
According to Assistant U.S. Attorney 
•Robert Mintz, while ah independent 
laboratory in Edison was confirming 
'that' the catalyst was more than 80 
times the EPA limit for carcinogenic 


were arranging for its disposal as a 
nonhazardous -waste. 

The 1,402 55-gallon drums of waste 
were moved by boat from Hess St. 
Croix refinery (known as HOVIC for 
‘Hess Oil Virgin Islands Corp.’) to 
Puerto Rico, and from there on to dis¬ 
posal facilities in Louisiana and Texas. 
“Although a HOVIC employee ... re¬ 
ceived prior test results indicating 
that the catalyst contained (excessive) 
benzene ... no Uniform Hazardous 
Waste manifests were prepared by 
HOVIC to accompany this shipment,” 
reads a court informational document 
supplementing the plea. 

The shipment wound up being 
burned in a cement kiln at a Rillito, 
Ariz., plant, north of Tucson. Accord¬ 
ing to the Arizona Daily Star, the Ari¬ 
zona Portland Cement Co. paid a

zene-contaminated waste from the 
HOVIC refinery. 

Although none of the shipment ever 
polluted the environment, the poten¬ 
tial was there, Mintz said. “Not only, 
was there a danger of a spill, but there 
was a danger to anyone who handled 
the catalyst from St. Croix to Ari¬ 
zona,” he said. 

Kiln temperatures were high 
enough to destroy the benzene before’ 
it escaped up the stack, he said. 

Wilentz characterized the incident 
as more technical in nature than a risk 
to the environment “The truth is no¬ 
body got physically hurt by it, and no¬ 
where was the atmosphere bothered 
by it,” he said. “But it was an offense 
under the law.”
